GOLD FLUCTUATIONS 
~ & THEIR CAUSES. 


The League of Nations’ 
Report. 


The Interim Report of Gold De- 
logation of the Financial Com- 
mittee, of the League of Nations 
should be read by everyone who is 
concerned with the causes of the 
present industrial financial depres- 
gion, says the Morning Post during 
mail week. We are never disposed 
to over-emphasise academic or abs- 
tract influences when more easily 
discornible influences and causes 
can be denlt with, and readers know 
well enough the emphasis which is 
Jaid in these columns, possibly to 
the point of wearisomeness, upon 
such matters, as economy in ex- 
Penditure, . efficiency in industry. 
and so forth, 4 

Nevertheless, it ig also true that 
there are world-wide factors and in- 
fluences which have to be taken 
into consideration, and among them 
none, perhaps, is more important 
than the question of the sup- 
plies of gold, on which 
the world’s superstructure of 
eredit is so largely based and also 
the distribution of , what’ may - be 
described as the “monetary” stores 
of-the metal. For many years the 
supply of-gold from South Africa 
and other parts of the world was 
go constant that previous to the 
War the output of gold kept pace 
with the expansion of credit, 

During and since the War, how- 
ever, there ‘has been such an ex- 
pansion of credit and redistribution 
of the gold supplies at various 
monetary centres as to involve a 
strain on the situation’ sufficient to 
affect world prices. The fall in 
commodity prices has been so pro- 
longed and so pronounced as to de- 
press trade in‘all, parta of the 
world. Finally, and by way of 
rendering the problem more acute, 
those who are experts on the sub- 
ject of gold production have warn- 
ed us for some years past.that 
gold production will shortly declina 
to an extent which may seriously 
affect the situation. 

An Important Report. 

The Financial Committee of the 
League of Nations, therefore, was 
justified in appointing at the end. 
of 1928 0 special delegation ‘to 
examine into and report upon the 
causes of fluctuations in the 
purchasing power of . gold 
and their effect .on the 
economic life of the nations,” The 
committee ‘was composed ‘of well- 
known economic experts, and we 
think they can be congratulated 
upon ‘the Interim Report. . It deals 
with a somewhat complicated sut- 
ject in a clear and simple manner. 

Very wisely the committes in 
this Interim Report has confined its 
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attention to tha question of whe- 
ther the’ current and prospectivo 
production of gold on the one hand 
and the normal increase in demand 
ng world production and trade in- 
crease on tho. other hand are such 
ag to make it likely that the general 
trond of prices over a series of 
years (and apart ‘from short-term 
oscillations) will be in an upward 
or downward direction. Questions 
like the distribution of gold . ara 
referred to, but roughly the plan 
followed has been that of comput- 
ing the world’s stores of monetary 
gold at the present moment and the 
prospect of expansion or contrac- 
tion to the anticipated normal ex- 
pansion in Habilities, 
Gold Production Declining. 

So complete aro the statistics 
nowadays with regard to gold pro- 
duction that it has been found pos- 
sible to make pretty close estimates 
of gold production during the next 
ten years. For the current year 
the high output of £404,000,000 ia 
anticipated, and after a slight dip 
In next year the high water mark 
of £410,000,000 is tooked for in tho 
years 1938. From that point on- 
wards, however, a steady - and 
serious decline is expected, until in 
1940 the world’s output of gold will 
probably have fallen to £370,000,- 
000,. and unless there should be 
further Important gold discoveries, 
the decline in the years following 
will be even more serious, 

At firat sight ‘the fall from £404,- 
000,000 this year to: £370,000,000 
in 1940 in the world’s gold produc- 
tion might not appear to be very 
serious, but it must be remembered 
that in the meantime, by reason of 
the normal 2 to 8 per cent. expan- 
sion in the world’s financial and 
trade activities a corresponding in- 
crease In gold production 
quired if there is to be stability in 
price levels, Thus In a series of 
useful’ and very clear tables, it is 
shown that on the basis, say, of 
central banks keeping a 83 per cent. 
cover of gold over notes and sight 
Habilitics and also on the 
basis of such  Jiabilities 
creasing at the rate 
2 per cont. per annum, the deficit of 
the amount of ‘new monetary gol: 
available would in 1940 have: fallea 
to about £34,000,000, or if the 
expansion in liabilities had been at 
the rate.of 3.per cent. per annum, 
the shortage would be £170,000,000. 


Given ao larger percentage of! 


‘cover for notes and Mabilities and 
the shortage would ‘of course, be 
much greater. In fact, on the 
basis of a 40 per cent. cover, and 
credit expansion on the basis of 8 
per cent. per annum, the deficit in 
1940 would; it is reckoned, be about 
£238,000,000. 
Remedial Dfeasures. 

In view ot thia anticipated short- 
age of gold in the near future, tho 
Gold Delegation make. certain de- 
finite recommendations. The chief 
of these is that it might be feasible 
and even advisable that there 
should ‘be a general lowering by wll 
the Central Banka of the percent- 
age proportion’ of gold cover for 
liabilities, though, very properly, 
they add that, were-a single coun- 
try to act alone it might in cer- 
tain cases, weaken confidence in its 
currency, Therefore, before such 
actor could be taken it is suggested 
that an international understanding 
should previously be reached. 

It is maintained that if the Gov-, 
ernments of a dozen more countries 
in which the largest gold reserves 
are held adopted an agreed policy, 


others ‘vould be sure to follow ther |, 


‘example, On this basis of recom 
mendation those countries whose 
legislation prescribes not ‘4 
minimum legal cover ratio, but | 4 
maximum limit to fiduciary ciz- 
culation would presumably fall into 
line by an ‘diteration of tho 
maximum fiduciary issue allowed.

Forty-six men have lost their 
lives in the disaster, and they have 
left 389 widows and 80 children to 
lament their fate. Sixty-seven’ ves- 
sela have not yet returned, but 
many of these may have escaped 
and may be unaware of the an-, 
xfety on their account. 

The Minister paid. a tribute to 
the heroism of two boys of 14 and 
17, who both saw their fathers kill- 
ed before thelr eyes but continued 
their efforts to save thelr ships.

M. Piletri, the French Minister 
for the’ Colonies, . speaking at the

Pietri said that It could be brielly 
stated as being “respect for the 
Indo-Chinese nationalities within | 
the framework of a French federa- 
tion.’ He pointed ont that thd 
five people who inhabited Indo- 
China were by no means on the 
aame level of development, Thero 
was no intention .of assimilating 
them, or of divorcing them from 
their customs and the kings, To 
do this would be to drive them to- 
wards anarchism. Tho colonial 
tradition of France had. ‘always 
been one of association. To act 
otherwise would be to restore to: 
Annam a hegemony with which the 
other four parties to the Indo- 
Chinese union were by no means in. 
sympathy, and wou!d constitute a 
retrograde step. ‘The Treaty con- 
cluded with Annam‘in 1925, be- 
fore the present young Emperor 
came to the Throne, had been 
criticised on the ground that it 
was inspired by a” policy of direct — 
administration, as opposed to a 
pollcy of asaoclation and friendship. 
It. was, however, a purely tempor- 
ary measure designed for the period 
of the Regency,
